As the closing scene of another year has sea and the 
dawn of a new year is upon us it devolves upon the County 
Commissioners to submit to those who have intrusted us with 
the management of county affairs a report of our stewardship 
for the year ending December 31, 1926. It is with deep sense 
of appreciation of the confidence that has ,been reposed in us 
and of the cooperation that has been extended by the citizens 
throught the county in assisting us in canine. out our .pur- 
pose in economy and prosperity. 

In disseminating the ideals of humanity to those less fort- 
unate to whom we have been called upon to administer. 

It has been our aim to dispense such expenditures economi- 
cally. And under the continued supervision of Mr. and Mrs. 
A. J. Young, superintendent and matron, the inmates have 
been kept in such a comfortable, wholesome condition that 
it has brought forth many compliments from those who 
have visited the institution. Owing to the increased num- 
ber of inmates who are unable to care for themselves, 
we have procured the services of a male nurse, Mr. 
William Millett, who has had. many years of experience 
in caring for the sick and helpless, while through the untiring 
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efforts of Mrs. Etta Crawford as cook and Mrs. Frank 
Brown in charge of sanitation and laundry work all things 
point to a wholesome and healthy condition. 

The financial condition is satisfactory as our statement 
will indicate that we have kept well within our appropriations. 

Our excellent herd of Holsteins continues to improve, and 
during the past year has shown an increase in profit of $25.18 
per cow. | 

Good cheer was observed as usual and a very enjoyable day 
was spent with those who came to bring cheer and encourage- 
ment to the inmates who look forward to that day as the ban- 
ner day of all the year. 

We wish to express our appreciation to all who in any way 
assisted in making the event a success. We also extend our 
thanks to all selectmen, overseers of the poor and county 
officials who have so ably assisted our purpose.

Solicitor s Report 


Lo the Inhabitants of the County of Coos: 


I herewith submit my report as County Solicitor for 
the year ending December 31st, 1926. 

I have prosecuted before the Municipal Courts of the 
County approximately 152 liquor cases, which is quite an 
increase over 1925. There have been numerous cases of 
breaking and entering but in nearly every case the guilty 
parties have been apprehended and brought to justice. 

The outstanding case of the year has been the Brackett 
murder case. Owing to the efficient work of the officers of 
the sheriff's department the guilty parties were landed in 
jail within four hours of the discovery of the murder. I 
cannot pay too high a compliment to the officers who handled 
this case. A final agreement as to sentence was reached in 
a plea to murder in the second degree and a sentence to 
state prison for not less than 20 years and not more than 25 
years. The costs to the county outside of counsel for the 
prisoner will not exceed $500. |
